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hichever  side  you  were  on,  it  doesn't  matter  now.  I  am  not  talking  about 
the  presidential  election  but  rather  the  debate  about  whether  the  new 
millenium  started  last  year  or  this.  We  are  definitely  in  a  new  millenium. 
Progress-literally,  "going  forward." 


We  Americans  love  progress.  Things  bigger,  better,  new,  different,  unlike  anything  that 
has  come  before.  People  of  the  past  would  view  our  world  as  if  seeing  the  totally  alien. 
We  step  across  the  threshold  into  the  wholly  new. 

1  don  t  think  so. 

Almost  30  years  ago  when  I  was  a  graduate  student  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin, 
1  contracted  a  rare  disease  that  destroyed  my  peripheral  nervous  system.  For  about  six 
weeks  I  was  a  quadriplegic,  unable  to  move  my  body.  Fortunately,  when  the  disease 
reversed,  my  nerves  regenerated.  As  part  of  my  therapy,  I  needed  to  learn  to  walk 
again-after  1  had  learned  to  roll  over  and  crawl.  It  was  then  I  discovered  how  compli- 
cated walking  really  is.  A  step  forward  depends  on  what  comes  before  it-some  very 
elaborate,  coordinated  activities  of  brain,  mind,  nerves  and  muscles. 

Our  society  is  enamored  not  only  with  progress  but  with  the  notion  that  "now"  starts 
right  now  without  reference  to  a  past  or  to  unseen  and  complicated  predecessors.  In 
fact,  our  new  electronic  culture  seems  designed  to  ensure  this  culture  becomes  fact. 
For  example,  we  have  discovered  our  past  from  re-reading  the  letters  of  people  both 
famous  and  unknown.  Will  people  of  the  future  be  able  to  recall  e-mail  correspondence 
to  do  the  same  thing?  Does  e-mail  capture  anything  of  the  soul  of  the  author  as  paper 
correspondence  once  did? 

At  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  we  move  against  the  grain  of  this  particular  idea  of  progress. 
Of  course  we  are  committed  to  preparing  our  students  to  move  into  the  world  as  they 
find  it  today,  as  different  as  that  is  from  the  world  in  which  many  of  us  who  teach  them 
were  educated.  At  the  same  time  we  insist  on  passing  on  the  valuable  past,  the  shared 
history  of  humanity,  culture  and  nation  as  well  as  our  institutional  past.  We  know  that 
we  grow  taller  by  standing  on  the  shoulders  of  those  who  preceded  us. 

This  year  L-R  will  mark  two  significant  anniversaries.  This  is  the  1 00th  year  in  which 
the  College  has  educated  leaders  for  business.  Names  like  Bud  Browoi  and  Ray  Strunk 
resonate  with  many  and  are  recognized  along  with  others  still  active  at  L-R  as  the  broad 
shoulders  upon  which  countless  alumni  rose  to  leadership  and  prominence  in  business 
fields.  New  leaders  arise  each  year  from  our  alumni. 

This  is  also  the  75th  anniversary  of  Playmakers.  Past  directors  like  Pearl  Setzer  Deal, 
Ellis  Boatmon,  Marion  Love  and  Donegan  Smith  helped  hundreds  of  students  to 
develop  skills  that  have  served  them  in  many  vocations  as  they  brought  entertainment 
and  edification  to  audiences  year  after  year. 

We  are  dedicated  to  progress  in  business  and  in  theatre  as  in  everything  else.  We  are 
moving  with  our  traditional  excellence  to  discover  new  and  different  ways  of  serving 
the  education  of  students  and  serving  our  constituents  and  community.  In  doing  so, 
however,  we  honor  and  preserve  the  contribution  of  the  past,  which  gives  us  the  ability 
to  go  forward  in  strength  and  reach  places  higher  than  we  did  before. 
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Construction  on  L-R's  Living-Learning  Center 
is  nearing  its  scheduled  spring  2001  comple- 
tion date.  In  March  2000,  the  College  broke

%e  1999-2000  N.C.  Public 
Schools'  Institutions  of 
Higher  Education  Report  gave 
Lenoir-Rhyne's  teacher  educa- 
tion program  a  high  ranking 
in  documents  presented  to  the 
State  Board  of  Education  on  Dec.  7. 
L-Rs  program  quaUty  score  of  125 
places  it  near  the  exemplary  level  that 
begins  at  135  and  is  an  improvement 
over  the  115  the  College  earned  in 
April  2000.  L-R's  excellent  score  was 
higher  than  those  of  Wake  Forest 
University,  Davidson  College,  N.C. 
State  University,  Elon  College,  Gard- 
ner-Webb University,  Belmont  Abbey 
College,  Salem  College  and  others  in 
the  state. 

Higher  education  institutions  that 
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L-R  makes  impact  on 
local  economy 

Lenoir-Rhyne  officials  report  that  the  College's  impact  on 
the  Catawba  Valley  area  economy  stands  at  over  $73.8 
miUion  in  academic  year  1999-2000.  The  College  also  is 
responsible  for  supplying  over  340  jobs  in  the  same  period. 
Now  in  its  110th  academic  year,  L-R  currently  has  a  total 
enrollment  of  more  than  1,400  students.  The  College's  cal- 
endar runs  from  June  1  through  May  31. 

"We  feel  very  blessed  to  be  a  part  of  the  vibrant  Cataw- 
ba VaUey  conununity,"  said  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  president 
Dr.  Ryan  LaHurd.  "We  gain  so  much  from  this  community 
and  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  give  back  economically,  edu- 
cationally and  culturally." 

According  to  Skip  Duhlstine,  vice  president  of  Adminis- 
tration and  Finance,  Lenoir-Rhyne's  operating  budget  for 
F/Y  1999-2000  was  $20  miUion.  These  expenditures  were 
for  goods  and  services  including  wages  and  benefits. 

He  noted  that  of  the  $20  million,  L-R  payroll  and  bene- 
fits approached  $12.5  miUion  last  academic  year.  Using  a 
conservative  income  multipher  of  1.77,  the  total  economic 
impact  of  L-R's  payroll  is  estimated  at  $22.1  miUion.  The 
income  multipher  effect  is  a  calculation  based  on  the  per- 
centage of  income  spent  by  L-R  employees  locaUy  plus 
the  percentage  of  money  spent  locaUy  that  goes  into  labor- 
intensive  services,  like  fast  food  and  auto  repair.  In  other 
words,  the  income  multipher  equals  doUars  spent  directly 
plus  the  additional  income  those  doUars  create  as  they  are 
re-spent  by  others.  Experts  say  a  reasonable  income  multi- 
pher is  now  calculated  at  1.77,  meaning  for  each  doUar  of 
expenditure,  an  additional  77  cents  in  income  is  created. 

During  1999-2000,  Lenoir-Rhyne  CoUege  had  165  fiiU- 
and  part-time  faculty  and  175  staff  members  on  the  pay- 
roU,  according  to  Dr.  Jeremy  E.  Fisher,  director  of  Institu- 
tional Research.  In  addition,  Fisher  states  that  52  more 
people  were  employed  on  contract  for  food  service,  book- 
store and  postal  services. 

Another  significant  economic  impact  on  the  local 
economy  came  through  the  College's  capital  projects 
completed  during  the  year,  Duhlstine  said.  Renovations 


of  various  buildings  totaled  $2.5  million.  And  during 
1999-2000,  Duhlstine  estimates  the  CoUege  deposited 
more  than  $26  miUion  in  accounts  at  various  financial 
institutions.  Deposits  are  for  operations  as  well  as  vari- 
ous endowment  funds. 

L-R  also  brings  in  significant  revenues  to  the  communi- 
ty through  its  students,  whose  total  consumer  spending 
was  estimated  at  more  than  $2.94  miUion.  This  figure 
excludes  expenditures  by  some  700  students  who  Uve 
off-campus  and  income  realized  by  local  financial  institu- 
tions from  student  checking  or  savings  accounts.  In  addi- 
tion, book  expenditures  for  the  average  student  run  about 
$650,  according  to  Kate  McClure,  manager  of  the  L-R 
bookstore.  She  estimates  that  the  total  annual  expendi- 
ture for  books  by  both  full-  and  part-time  L-R  students 
easily  tops  $620,000. 

Furthermore,  students  who  have  part-time  jobs  in  area 
businesses  also  provide  valuable  labor  to  the  Unifour  com- 
munity, where  the  unemployment  rate  hovers  at  approxi- 
mately 2  percent.  Anita  Johnson  Gwin,  vice  president  and 
dean  of  students,  estimates  that  80  percent  of  L-R's  more 
than  1,400  traditional,  day  undergraduate  students  work 
15  to  20  hours  a  week  during  faU  and  spring  semesters.  At 
roughly  $8  per  hour,  these  students  earn  an  estimated  total 
of  $4,874,240.  Applying  the  economic  multipher  of  1.77  to 
students'  total  estimated  earnings,  the  total  impact  of  stu- 
dents' income  amounts  to  $8,627,405.  This  estimate 
excludes  evening,  graduate  and  part-time  students,  plus 
hours  that  traditional  day  students  work 
during  the  summer  and  hohdays. 

StiU  another  key  economic  impact  comes  from  visitors 
to  the  CoUege.  In  1999-2000  L-R  attracted  at  least  94,000 
parents,  alumni,  board  members  and  other  friends  of  the 
CoUege  to  Hickory  to  attend  more  than  660  athletic,  alum- 
ni, social,  cultural,  summer  and  other  events  on  campus, 
according  to  Tonya  Deyo  of  the  CoUege's  Office  of  Confer- 
ences and  Events.  Assuming  the  average  stay  of  an 
out-of-town  visitor  is  $150  per  night  (the  N.C.  average 
expenditure  estimate)  and  that  only  one-fourth  of  visitors 
stay  overnight,  Lenoir-Rhyne  visitors  spent  more  than 
$3.5  mUhon  here  in  1999-2000.  ■ 


scored  as  well  as  L-R  include  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel 
Hill,  Campbell  University  and  others. 
L-R  was  third  in  the  state  for  the 
percentage  (83%)  of  students  who 
become  employed  at  North  Carolina 
public  schools  within  one  year  of 
graduation.  L-R  is  17th  in  a  field  of 
47  higher  education  institutions  in 
the  state  for  the  number  of  teachers 
employed  in  North  Carolina  public 
schools.  Because  L-R  attracts  stu- 
dents from  many  states  throughout 
the  nation,  some  education  gradu- 
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ates  decide  to  teach  outside  North 
Carolina.  L-R  students  are  scoring 
substantially  better  than  the  state 
average  on  their  PRAXIS  II  specialty 
area  exams  that  are  taken  at  the  end 
of  the  program.  In  addition,  L-R  stu- 
dents' standardized  entrance  exam 
scores  in  reading,  writing  and  math 
improved  over  last  year's  scores  and 
are  above  the  state  average.  The  Col- 
lege met  all  state  accreditation  stan- 
dards and  all  but  one  national 
accreditation  standard. 

The  state  assesses  teacher  educa- 


tion program  quality  through 
the  Teacher  Education  Program 
Approval  process,  which  requires 
on-site  reviews  of  teacher  education 
programs  by  trained  teams  of  pro- 
fessionals at  least  every  five  years. 
A  variety  of  data,  including  graduate 
and  employer  surveys,  test  scores 
of  prospective  teachers  and  teacher 
education  graduates,  and  the  per- 
centage of  graduates  employed, 
are  assembled  to  rate  the  perfor- 
mance of  each  school's  teacher 
education  program.

Lenoir-Rhyne 
hosts  international 
conference 

The  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  Center 
for  Theology  held  its  eighth 
annual  international  Aquinas/Luther 
Conference  Nov.  12-14.  This  year's 
topic,  "Aquinas  and  Luther:  On  Justi- 
fication," was  addressed  by  several 
distinguished  Catholic  and  Lutheran 
theologians  from  Europe  and  America. 

Designed  to  be  of  interest  and  sig- 
nificance to  both  laity  and  clergy,  the 
conferences  purpose  is  to  contribute 
toward  the  renewal  and  realization  of 
the  visions  of  Thomas  Aquinas  and 
Martin  Luther. 

Dr.  Hans  Schwarz,  professor  of 
protestant  theology  at  the  University 
of  Regensburg  in  Germany,  opened 
with  the  keynote  address,  titled 
"What  Kind  of  God:  Martin  Luther 
on  Justification  Then  and  Now."  And 
Father  George  Kloster  Jr.,  ecumenical 
officer  for  the  Roman  Catholic  Dio- 
cese of  Charlotte,  delivered  the  ban- 
quet address.

The  ceremony  was  held  at  the 
Koury  Convention  Center  in  Greens- 
boro. The  professors,  both  of  whom 
retired  from  L-R  in  1993,  were  com- 
mended for  their  dedicated  and  innov- 
ative work  in  setting  up  the  American 
High  School  Math  Exams  in  the  state 
of  North  Carolina. 

Harold  Hawn,  husband  of  the  late 
Virginia  Hawn,  accepted  the  two 
award  plaques  for  both  families  and 
for  Lenoir-Rhyne  College.  He  retired 
from  Catawba  Valley  Conmiunity 
College  as  an  admissions  counselor 
and  he  intends  to  donate  Virginia 
Hawn's  plaque  to  the  L-R  Department 
of  Mathematics. 

Professor  Hawn  received  her  under- 
graduate degree  from  Lenoir-Rhyne, 
her  master's  degree  from  Appalachian 
State  University,  and  also  completed 
one  year's  work  on  her  doctorate  at 
Penn  State  University.  She  taught 
math  at  L-R  for  36  years,  at  Reinhardt 
College  in  Georgia  for  four  years,  and 
in  the  North  Carohna  pubhc  schools 


for  three  years.  She  was  chair  of  the  L- 
R  Department  of  Math  and  Computer 
Science  for  five  years.  She  served  on 
numerous  College  conunittees  and  was 
a  director  of  the  L-R  Alumni  Associa- 
tion. An  active  member  of  First  United 
Methodist  Church  in  Hickory,  she 
taught  Sunday  school,  served  as  trea- 
surer of  the  United  Methodist  Women, 
and  sang  in  the  Chancel  Choir. 

Professor  Blackburn  received  his 
undergraduate  degree  from  Lenoir- 
Rhyne,  his  master's  degree  from  Case 
Western  Reserve  University,  and 
did  doctoral  studies  at  CWRU.  He 
taught  at  L-R  for  47  years,  serving 
as  chairman  of  the  L-R  Department 
of  Mathematics  for  many  years.  He 
also  served  on  the  accreditation 
committee  for  the  Southern  Associa- 
tion of  Colleges  and  Schools  and 
received  the  Book  of  Golden  Deeds 
Award  from  the  Hickory  Exchange 
Club.  An  active  member  and  layman 
of  First  United  Methodist  Church 
in  Hickory,  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Older  Adult  Council  and  the  Admin- 
istrative Board,  and  was  a  long-time 
Sunday  school  teacher. 

In  1996,  the  Blackburn-Hawn 
Scholarship  Endowment  Fund  was 
established  by  the  two  famiUes  and  the 
Lenoir-Rhyne  Alumni  Association.

L-R's  Casey  Allen  has  been  named  to  the 
Verizon  Academic  All-America  College 
Division  Football  second  team  by  the 
College  Sports  Infonnation  Directors  of 
America  (CoSIDA).  To  be  eligible  for  the 
honor,  athletes  must  maintain  at  least  a 
3.20  overall  grade  point  average. 

A  6-0,  200-pound  senior  defensive  back, 
Allen  finished  the  2000  season  with  39 
tackles  (28  solo,  11  assists)  in  11  starts,  including  three  tack- 
les for  loss  (five  yards).  Allen  also  had  one  interception  for  5 
yards,  broke  up  six  passes  and  forced  a  fumble  this  season. 

Allen,  who  has  a  3,92  GPA  in  international  business, 
has  been  named  to  the  SAC  Commissioner's  Honor  Roll 
four  times  and  has  been  named  to  the  College's  Dean's  List. 
Last  season,  Allen,  who  is  also  involved  in  the  Peer  Leader- 
ship Program,  garnered  the  most  significant  award  a  foot- 
ball player  can  earn,  the  Voight  Cromer  Award.  The  Cromer 
Award  combines  athletics  with  academics  and  extracurric- 
ular activities.  As  a  sophomore,  he  received  the  Phil  Bums 
Award,  which  is  given  to  a  football  player  who  best  exhibits 
a  life  of  Christian  faith,  exemplary  leadership  and  hard 
work,  both  on  and  off  the  field.

Surratt,  a  5-foot-ll,  220-pound  sopho- 
more, tallied  the  fourth-best  season  for 
a  Lenoir-Rhyne  rusher  with  1,296  yards 
and  scored  17  touchdowns  during  the 
2000  season.  He  was  named  to  the  All- 
South  Atlantic  Conference  first  team  and 
finished  the  season  ranked  16th  in  NCAA 
Division  II  in  rushing  yards  per  game 
(117.8),  17th  in  scoring  per  game  (9.3 
points)  and  49th  in  all-purpose  yards 
per  game  (122.09). 

Wright,  a  6-1,  285-pound  senior,  was  a     Wright 
four-year  starter  for  the  Bears  on  the 
offensive  line.  Wright,  who  blocked  up  fi^ont  for  Surratt, 
was  named  to  the  All-SAC  first  team  and  to  the  Daktronics

Lutheran  collies  from  the  Division  I-AA,  II,  III,  and  NAIA 
levels  nominated  players  for  the  team.  Twenty-four  players 
were  named  to  the  first  team,  another  24  were  second-team 
selections.  Twenty-five  of  40  coU^es  were  represented  by 
either  first-,  second-,  or  honorable  mention-team  selections. 

All-American  team  members  were  chosen  based  on  a  wide 
range  of  criteria  including:  personal  statistics  and  honors, 
team  statistics,  division  of  play  and  personal  character.

Lenoir-Rhyne's  Cory  Morgan  has  been 
named  to  the  National  Soccer  Coaches 
Association  of  America's  NCAA  Division

Morgan,  a  5-foot-9, 170-pound  for- 
ward, helped  lead  the  Bears'  first  winning 
season  since  1993  as  Lenoir-Rhyne  went 
11-9-1  and  won  the  2000  Food  Lion/South 
Atlantic  Conference  Tournament. 

Morgan  set  a  school  record  with  19  goals  during  the 
2000  campaign  as  he  was  named  to  the  All-SAC  first  team 
and  was  named  the  most  valuable  player  of  the  Food  Lion/ 
SAC  Tournament. 

Morgan  also  holds  the  school  career  marks  in  goals  (41) 
and  in  points  (93).

Nursing  program  re-approved 
by  state  board

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Lenoir-Rhyne's  nursing  program  continued  to  demonstrate  its  excellence 
when  it  was  re-approved  by  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Nursing  in 
November  for  the  maximum  term  of  five  years  -  with  no  recommenda- 
tions for  improvement.  While  L-R's  nursing  department  has  usually 
been  re-approved  for  the  maximum  five-year  period,  this  is  the  first  time  the 

program  has  received  the  exceptional  "no  recommendations"  rating. 
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The  department  documented  its 
excellence  through  a  self-study  that 
addressed  81  criteria  sorted  into  six 
categories:  administration,  faculty, 
students,  curriculum,  facilities,  and 
records  and  reports.  Judith  Rahm,  MS, 
RN,  associate  director  for  education 
with  the  N.C.  Board  of  Nursing,  who 
reviewed  L-R's  nursing  program,  said, 
"L-R  has  a  fine  nursing  program  and 
certainly  deserves  accolades.  The 
leadership  of  the  program  is  great  and 
in  evidence  in  the  findings  from  the 
program's  review  and  self-study." 

"One  of  our  strengths  is  that  our 
faculty  are  exceptionally  capable  in 
the  clinical  areas,"  said  Dr.  Linda 
Reece,  professor  of  nursing  and 
department  chair.  "Our  faculty  mem- 
bers do  their  own  teaching  and  move 
with  our  students  into  clinical  areas, 
which  provides  a  high  level  of  con- 
gruence between  classes  and  clinical 
sessions.  At  larger  universities,  gradu- 
ate students  or  teaching  assistants 
often  perform  these  duties.  In  addi- 
tion, our  faculty  includes  doctoral 
level  professionals,  and  our  clinical 
faculty  are  masters'-prepared  at  a 
minimum.  Our  faculty  are  making 
presentations  to  national  professional 
associations  and  submitting  articles  to 
national  publications. 

"We're  always  concerned  that  our 
facilities  are  a  match  to  the  high  qual- 
ity of  our  faculty  and  curriculum,  as 
it  is  important  that  our  students  be 
educated  on  the  kind  of  equipment 
they  will  find  upon  entering  their 
jobs.  We  were  pleased  to  be  able  to 
show  the  McCrorie  Center  plans  as 
a  part  of  our  inspection.  The  new 
teaching  facilities  and  opportunities 
to  collaborate  with  occupational 
therapy  and  sports  medicine  as  a 
health-care  team  in  the  McCrorie 
Center  will  continue  our  tradition 
of  excellence,"  Reece  noted. 

L-R's  program,  accredited  by  the 
National  League  for  Nursing  Accredit- 
ing Commission,  also  answers  the 
national  demand  for  baccalaureate 
nurses  whose  programs  emphasize 
leadership,  health  promotion,  disease 
prevention,  case  management  and 
care  across  a  variety  of  acute-care 
and  outpatient  settings.  The  National 
Advisory  Council  on  Nurse  Education 
and  Practice,  an  advisory  body  to  the 
federal  Division  of  Nursing,  urges  that 
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at  least  two-thirds  of  the  basic  nurse 
workforce  hold  baccalaureate  or  high- 
er degrees  in  nursing  by  2010.  Only 
about  40  percent  do  so  now.  Experts 
warn  that  the  health  system's  com- 
plexity requires  nurses  who  are 
capable  of  more  independent  clinical 
decision-making  in  less-structured 
environments;  these  traits  are  at  the 
heart  of  L-R's  nursing  program. 

OT  grads  pass  national 
certification  exam 

Of  the  Lenoir-Rhyne  College 
occupational  therapy  students  who 
graduated  in  May  2000,  93  percent 
passed  the  national  certification 
examination  of  the  National  Board 
for  Certification  in  Occupational 
Therapy,  which  was  administered  in 
September.  L-R  occupational  therapy 
students  enjoyed  a  100  percent  pass 
rate  prior  to  May  2000. 

The  average  score  of  the  class  was 
1 1  points  higher  than  the  total  mean 
score  of  all  candidates  nationwide.  In 
addition,  100  percent  of  L-R's  occupa- 
tional therapy  majors  who  sought 
jobs  after  graduation  found  them. 

"Demand  is  steady  for  our  gradu- 
ates in  hospitals,  public  schools,  early 
intervention  programs,  skilled  nurs- 
ing facilities,  community  mental 
health,  and  private  practice  clinics," 
said  Dr.  Susan  Stallings-Sahler,  chair 
of  the  L-R  Department  of  Occupation- 
al Therapy.  "We  are  especially  proud 
of  our  graduates  both  this  year  and  in 
past  years,  because  they  have  always 
exceeded  the  national  passage  rates 
for  the  NBCOT  examination." 


The  department,  which  is  accredit- 
ed by  the  Accreditation  Council  for 
Occupational  Therapy  Education,  is 
eager  to  move  into  its  new  home  in 
the  McCrorie  Center,  which  is  under 
construction. 

"When  we  occupy  the  McCrorie 
Center  in  fall  2002,  we  will  have 
the  technology  that  will  enhance  our 
students'  learning  process  and  the 
teaching  facilities  that  will  support 
our  high  quality  faculty  and  OT 
curriculum,"  Stallings-Sahler  added. 
"The  anatomy  lab  and  special  clini- 
cal labs,  in  particular,  will  provide 
much-needed  facilities  to  support 
an  educational  experience  of  the 
highest  caliber.  And  being  able  to 
collaborate  and  interact  on  a  daily 
basis  with  our  other  health  care 
faculty  and  students  in  nursing  and 
sports  medicine  will  better  duplicate 
the  health-team  model  that  our  grad- 
uates will  find  in  the  workplace." 

This  year  is  particularly  notewor- 
thy for  two  reasons.  First,  the  NBCOT 
has  revised  the  test  blueprint  to  make 
it  more  reflective  of  current  best  prac- 
tice. And  second,  because  the  NBCOT 
raised  the  bar  to  make  the  test  more 
difficult  to  pass. 

"LRC  graduates'  scores  suggest 
that  we  are  educating  our  students 
according  to  models  of  best  practice 
in  the  profession,"  said  Stallings- 
Sahler.  "And  despite  the  increase 
in  test  difficulty,  our  students  still 
exceeded  both  the  national  and 
North  Carolina  group  averages." 
Furthermore,  the  NBCOT  has 
tapped  Stallings-Sahler  to  chair  its 
Program  Directors 
Advisory  Council.  The 
council  is  comprised 
of  12  OT  program 
chairs  from  across  the 
U.S.  Its  purpose  is  to 
help  guide  policies  and 
procedures  of  the  board 
regarding  the  certifica- 
tion examination's 
design  and  administra- 
tion to  OT  graduates.  □

A  volunteer  research  team 
including  L-R  students, 
alums  and  faculty-led  by 
Dr  Robert  Winter,  chair 
of  the  College's  art  depart- 
ment-recently  returned 
from  its  second  trip  to  an 
archaeological  dig  and 
restoration  project  in  Argentina. 

The  ongoing  project,  which  was 
featured  in  an  article  in  the  Miami 
Herald,  involves  the  surveying  and 
excavation  of  a  mission  complex 
founded  by  the  Jesuits  in  1622.  The 
group  made  its  initial  visit  to  the  site, 
located  in  the  middle  of  the  moun- 
tains in  the  province  of  Cordoba, 
Argentina,  last  summer  and  made 
a  return  visit  in  the  fall. 

"We  got  an  endorsement  from  die 
Vatican  to  pursue  this,"  said  Winter, 
who  is  writing  a  book  about  the  project. 

In  addtion  to  Winter,  other  mem- 
bers of  the  team  from  L-R  included 
juniors  Laura  Eckard  and  Kathleen 
Winter,  Vanessa  Guidi  '99,  and  chair 
of  the  department  of  modem  and 
classical  languages  Dr  Robert  Eckard. 
Gloria  Newton  '96  has  served  as  the 
liaison  between  the  group  and  the 
Jesuit  Church  in  North  Carolina,  and 
has  been  instrumental  in  raising  funds 
for  the  project.  The  team  also  included 
Hickory  physician  Dr  William  C. 
Thompson,  local  artists  Patricia  Viles 
(a  former  member  of  the  L-R  Board 
of  Visitors)  and  Vae  Hamilton,  along 
with  archaeological  and  architectural 
experts  from  Argentina  and  Italy. 

"Collaboration  with  scholars  from 
a  variety  of  fields  and  languages  in 
an  attempt  to  understand  the  history 
of  the  area  and  find  explanations  for 
puzzling  architectural  details  added 
an  intellectually  stimulating  experi- 
ence to  the  otherwise  monotonous 
chore  of  digging,"  said  Dr  Eckard, 
who  specializes  in  Spanish  culture. 

By  the  end  of  the  16th  century, 
periods  of  civil  wars  and  combats 
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between  Indian  tribes  were  common 
in  the  area,  according  to  Dr.  Winter, 
who  is  a  native  of  Argentina.  Howev- 
er, a  constructive  period  involving 
churches  and  monasteries  later  took 
hold,  particularly  in  Cordoba. 

On  Aug.  1,  1622,  The  Company 
of  Jesus  bought  the  land  and  devel- 
oped the  complex,  which  was  called 
Santa  Catalina.  Immediately  follow- 
ing the  purchase,  the  Jesuits  began 
making  improvements;  among  them 
was  the  piping  of  water  via  stone 
ducts  from  the  distant  mountains  of 
Ongamira,  about  40  miles  northwest 
of  Santa  Catalina.  The  task  was 
completed  in  1656. 

Since  the  blueprints  for  this  enter- 
prise, nor  the  schematics  tracing  its 
topographical  definition,  are  noted 
in  the  early  manuscripts,  the  research 
team  had  only  verbal  tradition  and 
sketchy  accounts  to  go  by. 

After  the  Jesuits'  expulsion  in  1767, 
the  complex  was  abandoned  and  has 
since  deteriorated  almost  to  the  point 
of  nonexistence.  Last  summer,  the 
United  Nations  Educational,  Scientific 
and  Cultural  Organization  declared 
the  site  an  international  monument. 

"What  once  was  a  place  of  worship 
and  a  community  of  faith  has  become 
a  ghost  town,"  said  Dr.  Winter.  "It  is 
our  desire  to  bring  it  back  to  its  earli- 
er life  and  luster  and  thus  provide  the 
Christian  community  with  a  renewed 
faith  center." 

The  volunteers  began  by  surveying 
the  site's  oldest  buildings  and  drawing 
accurate  plans  for  the  first  time.  Then 
they  began  excavating  in  an  effort  to 
locate  and  examine  the  complex's 
foundation.  The  original  floors  were 
found  along  with  various  strata  con- 
taining cam  elide  bone,  indigenous 
pottery,  and  several  layers  of  charcoal 
mixed  with  human  bone.  Specimens 
were  classified  and  sent  to  the  Art 
Institute  of  Florence,  Italy,  for  carbon 
dating  and  evaluation. 

In  addition,  the  group  began  clear- 
ing out  the  original  chapel  area  in  order 
to  survey  and  study  the  structure.  After 
a  partial  cleaning,  an  ancient  altarpiece 
found  in  the  area  proved  to  be  covered 
in  gold.  And  several  17th  century  Ger- 
man Baroque  paintings  have  been  set 
aside  for  restoration  at  a  later  date.

"It  is  our  desire  to  bring 

it  back  to  its  earlier  life  and 

luster  and  thus  provide  the 

Christian  community  with 

a  renewed  faith  center. " 


some  experience,"  said  Dr.  Eckard. 
"Excavating  foundations  and  admiring 
the  massive  structures  that  still  remain 
evokes  images  from  the  1986  movie 
The  Mission'  as  one  is  forced  to  recall 
the  prodigious  energy  expended  by 
the  Spanish  conquistadors  and  mis- 
sionary priests  who  established  indus- 
try and  civilizations  in  remote  regions 
all  over  what  is  now  Latin  America." 

Furthermore,  several  underground 
tunnels  have  been  discovered  and 
traced;  the  team  speculates  that  the 
tunnels  served  either  as  escape  routes 
or  burial  places.  And  a  series  of  crypts 
were  found  along  a  circumventing 
wall  where  a  common  ossuary  had 
existed.  The  burial  place  contained 
human  bone  mixed  with  carbon, 
which  led  team  members  to  deter- 
mine that  it  was  a  crematory  used  to 
dispose  of  an  indigenous  population 
that  had  become  decimated  by  dis- 
ease. According  to  Dr.  Winter,  canon- 
ic law  forbade  the  burning  of  corpses, 
except  in  cases  when  epidemics  began 
to  spread  out  of  control. 

"In  October,  I  entered  one  of  the 
main  subterranean  crypts  and  con- 
firmed my  theory,"  said  Dr.  Winter. 
"Human  bone  has  been  collected  from 
the  crypt  and  is  now  ready  to  be  prop- 
erly analyzed  by  pathologists-probably 


at  Duke  University-to  determine  age, 
sex  and  DNA  structure." 

Dr.  Winter  presented  the  team's  ini- 
tial findings  to  the  governor  of  Cordo- 
ba, the  head  senator  for  monuments 
and  sites,  a  UNESCO  representative 
and  other  officials  during  a  ceremony 
attended  by  more  than  200  people  at 
the  Cordoba  City  Government  House 
in  October.  And  in  November,  Dr. 
Winter  accepted  an  invitation  from 
UNESCO  in  Paris  to  present  a  confer- 
ence on  the  Santa  Catalina  project.  As 
a  result  of  the  presentation,  the  orga- 
nization's Committee  on  Urgent  Oper- 
ations is  considering  including  the 
site  in  its  list  of  the  world's  most 
important  sites  risking  extinction. 

The  team  hopes  to  completely 
restore  the  complex  and  make  it 
available  as  a  retreat  center  for  youths. 
The  project  has  brought  international 
attention  to  Santa  Catalina  and  has 
played  an  integral  part  in  its  registra- 
tion as  an  international  historical 
monument. 

Other  goals  of  the  project  include 
analysis  of  the  following:  the  Jesuit 
influence  through  South  American 
missions  during  the  17  th  century,  and 
the  reason  for  their  further  expulsion; 
the  relevance  of  the  Jesuits'  evangelis- 
tic and  cultural  progressive  action; 
the  importance  of  the  Jesuits'  legacy 
based  on  the  findings  during  the  on- 
site  research  of  their  architectural  and 
archaeological  remains;  and  the  rele- 
vance of  the  Indo-American  approach 
to  religious  iconography  and  Christ- 
ian faith  for  the  Church  today. 

Team  members  presented  a  convo- 
cation on  their  experiences  with  the 
Santa  Catalina  project  at  the  College 
last  September.  Another  trip  to  the 
site  is  planned  for  this  spring.  □

You  have  $1  million  in  your  estate,  after  debts  and  taxes.  You  and 
your  spouse  have  two  children  who  are  both  married,  each  with 
two  children  of  their  own.  Your  son  is  irresponsible  and  your  daugh- 
ter is  "perfect."  Both  sets  of  grandchildren  are  little  angels. 

Now  ask  yourself  this  question:  "How  do  1  want  my  hypothetical 
million  dollars  distributed  at  my  death?" 

Pose  this  question  to  yourself  when  you're  eating  alone  or  taking  a 
relaxed  coffee  break.  Pull  out  your  pen  and  reach  for  a  paper  napkin. 
Start  doodling.  How  much  to  family?  How  much  to  charity?  Any 
bequests  to  friends?  Doodle  away 

You  can  wad  it  up  and  toss  it  away  afterward,  but  the  little  exercise 
will  get  your  juices  flowing. .  .and  may  help  you  get  past  any  reticence 
you  now  have  about  doing  an  official  vidll.  It  might  also  lead  to  a  revi- 
sion of  the  will  you  already  have  in  place.  Major  decisions  often  start 
with  a  few  marks  on  a  paper  napkin. 

Doodling  an  informal  will  encourages  you  to  think  through  family 
issues,  such  as  parental  responsibility,  individual  needs,  lifestyle  choic- 
es, potential  use  and  personal  initiative.  Doodling  leads  to  the  "who," 
the  "why"  and  the  "how  much"  of  wealth  disbursement. 

You  may  not  have  a  million  dollars  or  you  may  have  20  times 
that  amount.  Whatever  the  size  of  your  estate,  some  issues  will  be  the 
same.  For  example,  wdll  you  leave  it  all  to  family?  Will  you  include  a 
charitable  bequest  to  Lenoir-Rhyne?  And  if  you  choose  to  help  Lenoir- 
Rh3me,  will  you  establish  an  endowrment  fund  or  make  an  unrestricted 
gift  to  be  used  where  needed  most?

In  Memoriam 
Dr.  Frances  Marion  FarHiing 

The  first  chairperson  of  the  Department  of  Nursing  and  a  leader  of  nurs- 
ing education  in  western  North  Carolina,  Dr.  Frances  Marion  Farthing, 
88,  died  on  Aug.  5,  2000. 

Education  was  important  to  Dr.  Farthing.  She  earned  a  bachelor's  degree 
from  Appalachian  State  Teachers  College  (now  Appalachian  State  Uni- 
versity), a  master-of-arts  degree  from  Appalachian,  and  a  doctorate  from 
Florida  State  College.  She  completed  her  nursing  education  at  Cornell 
University  New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing.  When  she  wasn't 
engaged  in  full-time  study  she  was  teaching  others.  She  taught  elementary 
school  and  nursing  in  several  nursing  programs  prior  to  her  arrival  at 
Lenoir-Rhyne  College.  Following  her  retirement,  even  during  her  last  few 
years  while  she  fought  disease,  she  tutored  young  people. 

She  also  has  helped  others  financially  with  their  education,  and,  as  a 
way  to  perpetuate  that  support,  she  established  the  Dr.  Frances  Farthing 
Nursing  Scholarship  Endowment  in  1997. 

According  to  Dr.  Linda  Reece,  current  chair  of  the  Department  of  Nurs- 
ing, Dr.  Farthing  was  a  person  who  was  really  ahead  of  her  time  and  had  a 
high  level  of  commitment  to  her  beloved  western  North  Carolina  roots. 
She  recognized  the  need  for  a  baccalaureate  education  in  nursing  years  as 
she  became  the  chair  of  the  newly  established  program  at  Lenoir-Rhyne 
College,  a  position  she  held  from  1961  (in  the  Lenoir-Rhyne  College-Grace 
Hospital  program)  until  her  retirement  in  1978.  During  this  time  her  lead- 
ership, determination  and  perseverance  enabled  the  program  to  become 
the  first  nationally  accredited  baccalaureate  program  in  western  North  Car- 
olina. She  recognized  the  value  of  having  such  a  program  in  a  small  liberal 
arts,  church-related  environment  and  went  out  of  her  way  to  see  it  happen. 

For  her  many  accomplishments,  she  was  recognized  wdth  many  hon- 
ors, awards  and  citations  from  Appalachian  State  University,  Lenoir-Rhyne 
College  and  Cornell  University.  The  latter  designated  her  a  Distinguished 
Alumnus  for  her  service  to  the  nursing  profession.  In  1988,  Lenoir-Rhyne 
again  recognized  her  many  contributions  in  education  by  presenting  her 
with  the  prestigious  Trustee  Award. 

One  of  her  strongest  attributes — characteristic  of  her  entire  career — 
was  that  "she  was  not  only  determined  to  put  forth  her  best  effort 
but. .  .she  expected  the  same  level  of  effort  from  everybody  else,"  accord- 
ing to  her  cousin  Glenn  Farthing.  ■
